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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the recited multilayered film. Independent claim 1 identifies 
the uniquely distinct feature of a fourth layer made up of u a mixed resin comprising 35 to 55% 
by weight of an isotactic polypropylene having a melt flow rate (MFR) of 1 to 40 g/ 10 minutes 
(230°C) and a melting point of 140 to 1 70°C, 40 to 60% of an ethylene 1 butene elastomer 
having a density of 0.860 to 0.900 g/cm 3 and 2 to 8% of a high-density polyethylene having a 
density of 0.955 to 0.970 g/km 3 ." The closest prior art of record, Watanabe et ah (EP 0 699 521), 
discloses a multilayer film having a fourth layer made up of a ethylene-a-olefin copolymer, a 
ethylene-a-olefin elastomer and a high density polyethylene, which either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations. Furthermore, the showing 
put forth in the 132 declaration submitted 7/7/03 is now sufficient, since claim 1 has been 
amended. Therefore, the 132 declaration is now commensurate in scope with the claims.
